Ottawa.—The Wheat Board Bill re- 
ceived third reading in the House of 
Commons with comparatively little 
discussion. The amendment submit- 
ted by R. M. John, of Moose Jaw, a 
few days agq, was accepted by the! 
Government but with a prosgiso. 

The Johnson amendment authorized | 
the Wheat Board, by regulations ap- | 
proved by a provincial government to 
prohibit the export of wheat from that 
province. To this amendment, on 
the motion of Hon, J) A, Robb, Minis-- 
ter of Trade and Commerce, was add- 
ed the provision that the regulations 
to prohibit export must also receive 
the approval of the Dominion Govern- 
ment. This, explained Mr, Robb, 
would reserve to the Federal Govern- 
ment the right to pass on the regula- 
tions. 

The Johnson amendment as modi- 
fied, passed, although there was 
some opposition, Andrew McMaster 
(Liberal, Brome) opposed this legisla- 
tion as “vicious.” 

Mr. Robb also moved that another 
clause should be inserted in the bil. | 
It provided that gales of wheat to 
Canadian millers and other cereal 
manufacturers should be on the same 
basis as regards prices and terms of

For fall and spring pasture, fall rye 
ould be sown earlier than the best 
ate for grain production, During the 
month of August or even the last of 
July is a good time to sow it, More 
seed may be used for pasture produe 
tidn than is best for grain production, 
A bushel and a half or one and three- 
quarters gives a guod thick stand for

Saskatchewan Brands 


Many Brands Will Have to be 
Renewed this Year 
A violation of the Brands Act, re- 


sulting in conviction and fine, is re- 
ported by the Saskatchewan provin- 
cial police to the Deputy Minister of 
Agriculture for the province. The 
case occurred in Goodwater, and as it 
was a first offence and there were ex- 
tenuating circumstances, the mint- 
mum fine of $5.00 was imposed, al- 
though the act provides for a maxt- 
mum fine of $200.00. 

W. F. Windeatt, recorder of brands, 
Provincial Department of Agriculture, 
states that the act respecting brands 
is on the whole very well observed, as 
ranchers and farmers generally real- 
ize the benefit the livestock industry 
receives from an act which gives a 
mar prima facie evidence in any court 
or tribunal in Saskatchewan of the 
ownership by the owner of any 
brand of the animal bearing the same 
brand. 

Many brands have to be renewed 
this year, as the brands allotted: in 
both 1916 and 1918 have to be renew- 
ed before December $1, 1922. In 
1916 brands were issued for a six-year 
perlod, but the act was amended in 
1918 when brands were allotted for 
four” years, so that brands allotted in 
1918 have to be renewed a year before 
the brands allotted in 1917.

Newspapers Help In 
Solving Problems 


Minister of Interior Telis Association 
of Power of Press 


At the convention of the Canadian 
Weekly Newspapers Association held 
in Ottawa recently, a number of inter- 
esting papers were read. 

Hon, Chas. Stewart, Minister of the 
Interior, in an interesting address, 
said he wished to congratulate Mr. 
French on being president of such a 
fine body of people, who did so much 
to mould public opinion in the Do- 
minion. His slogan had always been 
business first and politics afterwards. 
He found that this had not worked 
in Alberta during the last elections, 
but he had not yet altered his opinion. 

The association could do a lot to 
help him in his work as Minister of 
the Interior. In the immigration 
problem, the department was at a loss 
to account for the fact that Canada 
was losing its immigrants. A certain 
section of Ontario, for instance, had a 
smaller population than it had some 
15 or 20 years ago. The returned 
soldiers’ settlement scheme too had 
not proved all it promised to be. He 
thought that the weekly press of Can- 
ada could help him determine the 
causes of these things so that remed- 
ies could be applied. He thought that 
a movement of co-ordination through- 
out the country to make things for the 
immigrant easier and toremedy faults 
where they occurred would do much 
to place Canada on a basis of content- 
ment and prosperity. 

Referring to the weekly paper in 

particular, Mr. Stewart said it was 
truly the home paper. It was taken 
home, read and re-read, each member 
of the family considering it an essen- 
tial part of the home life. In the 
rural districts, especially in the west, 
the receipt of the weekly paper from 
the old home town was looked forward 
to with keen interest, as it was large 
ly the medium by which the settlers 
kept in touch with old friends. 
) Mr. Stewart) said he admired the 
courage and ambition of the weekly 
publisher, who had, in many cases, to 
overcome very serious handicaps be-4 
fore his paper became a success, The 
public owed a debt of gratitude to the 
weekly editor, who in many cases, 
was the mainstay of the community.
